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REPLY TO OFFICE COMMUNICATION 

In reply to the Office Communication that was mailed in connection with the 

above-captioned case on April 1, 2008, and with reference to the Restriction Requirement 

mailed on June 3, 2007, Applicants identify pending claims 45, 46, 49-53, 56-61, 64-68, 

and 70-72 as encompassing the species of bacteria, or fragments thereof, as the 

immunogen and aluminum hydroxide as the adjuvant. Applicants also elect the species of 

nanoparticles having a particle size in the range of 0.1 nm to 50 /zm as the endogenous 

adjuvanticity enhancing means, but note that there are currently no claims that read on 

this species. 
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
